The DlreetOTf RSA| has studied vlth interest tbs Tab subsiltted 
by the OSD iseisber of .TSCIBEC* Ee finds that he can accept it in principle 
and considers that this version of Tab offers a basis for cosEprooilse 
and eventual acceptance by all s^sisbere* Therefore^ be has authorised the 
NSA nesEiber on USCIBEC to withdraw the RSA proposed Tab "B." To assist the 
comalttee in reachins a osutually acceptable version of Tab the 
following coDszsents are offered: 

It is the present Intention of the Director to establish 
a senior Priorities Advisory Group within the Production elestent 
of NSA* Each USCIB wsdbev dcpartiaent or agency would be invited 
to designate a representative mesiber on this groi3>* This Advisory 
Orov^ would be primrily for the pturpose of carrying out the 
provisions of paragraph 2h of HSCID Ho* 9* The Group would laset 
once a laonth or as often as the situation requires and would 
consider those matters that affect the final plamlng of intercept 
and processing priorities. Infoimation on results of all direct 
liaison and departmental discussions would be freely available to 
it. Direct exchanges of ideas and discussion of problems of unique 
interest to a single department or agency would take place between 
NSA and the representative of that d<^artisent or agency in this 
groupj but the results would be freely available to the group as 
a whole* 

It is hoped that knowledge of the Director's present thinking 
on this problem will assist USCIBEC in establishing a mechanism for 
supplemental guidance* The Director believes that since the problems 
of Bipplcmcntal guidance and final plaxmlng eventually come together, 
be could have no objection to bavlxig the same people take care of 
both problems* 

It should be understood, of course, that this concept emerges 
from the Director's thinking at this time and is predicated on the 
assunption that effective guidance will be fortbeomiog from USCIB. 
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
